Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s famous detective has been played by at least 75 actors in more than 
200 films, as well as TV. series, and appeared in 4 novels and 56 short stories. True Sherlock 
fans visit London (England) for a pilgrimage, which should start with a visit to Baker Street. Next 
up The Sherlock Holmes Museum just over on Devonshire Place. Holmes has a section at the 
nearby Madame Tussauds with realistic wax figures. Next, one goes to 
Speedy’s Café, used to film the TV show Sherlock. Onto the Langham 
Hotel—a frequent stay for Doyle — and where Doyle and Oscar Wilde 
often shared dinners. Go to Charing Cross and walk to the Sherlock 
Holmes pub where Holmes tracked down Moulton. Wander up The 
Strand to see the Lyceum Theatre and Royal Opera House 
(Freemasons Hall), both favourite haunts of Holmes. Now if you are a 
diehard Holmes fan, but cannot fly over to the U.K., don’t worry, there 
are plenty of Sherlockians in North 
America.

The weekend of January 16-17, 2016, more Holmes friends converged on 
New York City for the BS! Weekend coming from around the world (Japan, 
France, Canada, England, Switzerland, Spain, and more). This is a souve- 
m| nir wood handed out by Greg Ruby, and is similar to the wood issued the 
previous year. There were 300 of this 38mm round (with black ink) made, 
and the obverse is Greg Ruby / (Mr. Boh caricature, facing left, wearing a 
deerstalker cap and with a pipe) / The Sherlockian Coin Collector; and the reverse is BSI Week- 
end 2016 / (Logo of The Fourth Garrideb) / Greg@FourthGarrideb.com. Greg issued a wood for 
BSI Weekend 2015, of which he had 500 made. BSI stands for Baker Street Irregulars (a group 
founded in 1934). They met Jan. 4-8, 2017, once again in New York, and have continued to 
meet at the ANA’s Money Show, and met Mar. 28-30, 2019, at the show in Pittsburgh. 
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The Fourth Garrieb (TFG) organisation (https://fourthgarrieb.com/) was founded in 2014 after 
preliminary organizing discussions and then the inaugu- 
ral meeting was at the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion’ s World Fair of Money in Chicago on August 14th. 
IOWMC/CAWMC member Bob Fritsch is one of its foun- 
ders. 


lt was Bob who suggested the club be called The Fourth 
Garrideb, after Sherlock Holmes’s Adventure with the 
Three Garridebs, and recounted how Ed Rochette re- 
ferred to himself as Nathan Garrideb, the only numismatist in the Sherlockian Canon. It was 
unanimously decided to use this as the name. Officially it is The Fourth Garrideb — Numismatics 
of Sherlock Holmes, A Scion Society of The Baker Street Irregulars and a 

member of the American Numismatic Association. Bob aka PORLOCK issued this Sherlockian 
wood in 1995 (although the contact information has changed since) — it was one of few Sherlock- 
lan woods issued at the time. 





Robert F. (Bob) Fritsch issued his second Sherlockian wood in 2018. Bob, the 7th Garrieb aka 
The Coiner (by the zinc and copper filings in the seam of his cuff), issued a Sherlockian wood dur- 
ing the World’s Fair of Money in Philadelphia.

The 2018 were in black ink 
and did not have the date. Attendees at the BSI 2019 Annual Dinner and the Gaslight Gala were 
delighted to each receive two woods each along with a picture card in a small mesh bag wrapped 
with ribbon. Greg confirmed there were 500 2018 woods made, and 500 2019 made.

The Australian Numismatic Society’s Wooden Medal / Shield

This is the Australia Numismatic Society’s 75th Anniversary wooden medal / shield which is displayed at 
meetings and conferences. The ANS is now 106 years old, having been founded in February 1913 in 
Sydney. The reverse of this wood, commemorates the country’s (Australia’s) Bi-Centenary (200 years) 
having been founded in 1788. 


The ANS also issued a 75th Anniversary medal, issued in copper-nickel, bronze and also in silver. The 


reverse commemorates the 1/5th Anniversary of Australia’s First Coinage (Holey Dollar, New South 
Wales).
